latter will kill a rabbit, and drop a dog,) will 
he not rather inquire-how it can_be other- 
wise than injurious; not-only to the teeth 
and gums, but indirectly, if not obviously, to 
every part of the frame? Beyond an up- 
s'ghtly dislocation of tha teeth, and: an em- 
pyrnematical infection of the breath, of 
those accustomed to the use of this narcotic 
acid poison, its deleterious effects may not 


| for a considerable period be detected ;. but 


after long, habitaal use, the whole system 
becomes impre yan although habit 
may reconcile its attionswhen used mode- . 
rately, nothing can secure the body from its 
irritative property and’ ultimate “Absorp. 
tion when employed: fa excess or incdutions- 
ly.’ Its aétion on the heart, or probably on 
the nerves of the héart, is often powerfilly
